be little doubt that the nation as u| Pp, 


whole will follow the first session 
of the new Parliament of the 
United Kingdom with the keenest. 
interest. Unless some indication 
of the Cabinet's intentions had 
been allowed to leak out previously, 
the opening of Parliament itself 
must have been accompanied by 
more than the usual quota of public 
expectation ; for however quietly 
the course of the session may even- 
tually run, its potentialities for the 
sensational are enormous. Bat 
again the King’s Speech followed 
the traditional lines of a compara- 
tively colourless pronouncement, 
and its significance, indeed, lies 
as much in what it leaves un. 
said as in what it contains. The 
negotiations with Japan for a new 
treaty of Commerce are given a 
prominent place in the recital of 
matters of foreign policy, and 
the correctness of tho 
attitude in Persia is confirmed by 
the statement that such proposals as 
have been made “ hi no other 
object than to see the authority of 
the Persian Government restored 
and trade protected.” Further 
measures of social legislation are 
promised, and it is safe to assame 
that the three innovations outlined 
in the King’s Speech—the removal 
of the pauper disqualification from 
Old Age Pensions, insurance 
against sickness and invalidity and 
insurance againt unemployment— 
will entail an additional burden upon 
the Home taxpayer. Finally the re- 
ference to the constitutional issue 
on which the nation’s attention is 
riveted is contained in the clause 
that proposals will be submitted for 
settling the relations of the two 
Houses of Parliament with the 
object of securing more effective 
working of the Constitution. 

TE the Speech was reticent on 
the great topic of the day, it can 
hardly be said that the Premier in 
his opening address to the House 
of Commons was much more ex- 
plicit. He appears to have con- 
tented himself with expressing the 
conviction that ‘the process of 
translating the country’s reiterated 

















verdict on the constitutional issue 
would be neither long nor labori- 
ons,” and hoped that the Parliament 
Bill would reach the House of 
Lords before the Coronation. The 
realization of these hopes depends 
‘on the attitude of the Government 
towards amendments to be proposed 
by the Opposition to the Parlias 
ment Bill. As things stand to- 
day, both parties and the House of 
Lords itself have acknowledged 
that the existing constitution of the 
Upper Chamber has to be modified, 
and the views of the opposing 
factions have been set out in the 
ment Bill and in the Resolu- 
tions that received the Lords’ as- 
sent. The Government returns to 
power with the support of eleven- 
twentieths of the people of the 
United Kingdom against the nin 
twentieths who rallied to the Op- 
position. In Parliament, however, 
these respective forces are repre- 
sented by a majority of one hundred 
and twenty-six in favour of the 
Liberal Ministry, and the Premier 
claims that such a majority is 
“amply sufficient to justify the 
largest constitutional changes.” It 
would be an affront to his followers 
to express the contrary view on 
such an occasion, but it is unlikely 
that effect will be given to the 
claim as easily as Mr. Asquith 
would wish it to appear. Without 
some understanding between the 
two great parties of the State it 
may be doubted whether the four 
months before the Coronation will 
suffice to exhaust all the resources 
for delay that parliamentary pro- 
cedure places in the bands of a 
strong minority. Even if this 
period should prove long enough, 
the Parliament Bill can count upon 
‘an ample discussion in the Upper 
House, to be followed in all pro- 
bability by rejection. The Govern- 
ment will then be left to claim its 
« guarantees” from the (‘rown—the 
appointment of five hundred peers 
to change the Unionist majority in 
the House of Lords to a Unionist 
minority. In spite of the confidence 
with which such a device is now 
being contemplated and the pre- 
cedent of Queen Anne’s days, it is 
difficult to believe that the step will 
ever be taken, and the moderates 
of both parties, as the inevitable 
impasse approsohes, must be in- 
fiuenced strongly in favour of 
evolving a working compromise. 
The striking omission from the 
King’s Speech of any reference to 
Home Rule for Ireland and the 
absence of peerages from the New 
Year's Honours give rise to 
hope that a spirit of compromise is 
in the air, and that the Government 
is purposely refraining from adding 
fuel to the controversy now raging| 

















lover constitutional matters, It has 
been recognized that no measure of 
Home Rule could be regarded as 
practical politics until the Lords’ 
veto had been overcome, and for 
thie reason the failure to mention 
the subject in the King’s Speech 
may have received the approval of 
the Government's Irish adherents, 
Unless the Unionist party adopt a 
policy of surrender on the question 
of the Upper House, the present 
Parliament must be at least two 
sessions older before a meusare of 
Home Rule has any chance of 
passing into the Statute Book. The 
silence of the Speech, therefore, 
cannot be interpreted as an abandon- 
ment of the policy ; it is rather a

Not thp least striking develop- 
ment in the constitutional. movement 
in China was the power that both 
the.Provincial Assemblies and the. 
National Assembly succeeded in 
arrogating to themselves from the 
very first. In the case of the latter 
it seemed at one time as if the pro- 
visional parliament were complete 
master of the situation in Peking, 
and matters were being rapidly 
advanced to a deliberate trial of 
strength between the Assembly and 
the Government. Then at the last 
moment the Assembly gave way, 
not altogether without another at- 
tempt at self-assertion, but the 
sting of its attack was gone, and 
the session, which had bad a 
somewhat animated career, came 
to a passive end. It would not be 
safe to infer that the opening of 
the next session nine months hence 
will find the Assembly less 
opinionated, but in the passage of 
arms it was shown that in the last 
resort the Government for the time 
being held the key to the position 
and that the Assembly realized that 
its wisest course lay in submission 
before it had brought down upon 
itself the alternative—dissolution. 
‘The episode was instructive, because 
it showed the temper of the people’s 
representatives and tho probable, 
line of development in China when 
constitutional government is actual- 
ly established and a popalar-parlia- 
ment has been instituted. At the 
same time the Government, which 
had lacked the experience and 
ability required to keep the National 
Assembly under control, indicated 
that its ideas and intentions regard.

“Srims”, wrote Halleck, in his 
work on International Law, “are 
persons who, in disguise, or under 
false pretences, in them- 
selves among the enemy, in order 
to discover the state of his affairs, 
to pry into his designs, and then to 
communicate to their employer the 
information thus objained,” and he 
goes.on to emphasize the fact that 
“it is the disguise, or Falso pretence, 
which constitutes the perfidy and 
forms.the essential of the crime,” 
Daring hostilities, the practice of 
courts-martial, when dealing with 
spies, usually’ follows the simple 
rinciple of Appian, quoted by 
ratius.: “ it is usual to kill thom.”

No one imagines that the Intelli- 
gence Departments of the great 
naval and military nations idle 
in times of peace. In each budget 
of the United Kingdom a sum of 
about £50,000 is set agide for 
secret service, and every Power in 
Europe employs an elaborate 
stem of espionage to secure 
jired information regarding the 
offensive and defensive measures 
of possible rivals. The acquisition 
of this knowledge is largely en- 
trusted to naval and military officers. 
Toa certain extent this thirst for 
information is displayed quite 
openly. Nearly every embassy 
and legation has its naval and 
military attackés whose position 
would be » sinecure, if they were

tion fornished to them officially 
by the authorities of the country to 
which they are accredited. 

Great Britain bas generally been 
accused of lack of enterprise in the 
acquisition of naval and military 
intelligence, and this ides has been 
strengthened by the fact that in 
recent years few, if any, of her 
secret agents have been openly 
arrested. On the other 
German espionage in England is a 
favourite topic of the Press, and 
one often carried to absurd lengths, 
daring the silly season. The recent 


ll} case of Lieutenant Helm, and the 


Borkum espionage trial have shown 
that the authorities in both countries 
are on the alert to prevent the 
disclosure of their naval and milit- 
ary secrets. In neither country 
bas the result of either trial been 
severely criticized ; indeed the 
English and German Press both 
appear to recognize that an officer 
may endeavour to obtain informa- 
tion for his Government without 
doiog anything questionable. The 
crime consists of being caught. If 
this system of espionage be an et 
one which cannot be abolished 

there is no longer any 
possibility of warfare. Until then 
any Power that neglected this 
means of measuring its rivals’ 
strength would be courting disaster. 
The British Admiralty would fail 
in its duty, if it did not obtain 
every kind of information possible 
in regard to the islands and fort 
resses of the North Sea, and the 
German Intelligence Department 
would be equally culpable in the 
eyes of the German nation, if its 
emissaries were not equally active. 
It would be absurd to suppose that 
theemploymentof secret agents must 
be regarded as part of a scheme for 
hostilities. As the “Spectator” 
points out, the German War Office 
and Admiralty have paper schemes 
for attacking even their own allies, 
based upon information from secret 
service agents, but such schemes do 
not in the least imply any intention 
to attack. The thoronghness with 
which German agents obtain in- 
formation is shown by a story of 
the late Duke of Cambridge, 
recalled in the same paper. His 
Royal Highness, who was at the 
time Commander-in-Chief, returned 
from a visit of inspection to Gibral- 
tar by way of Berlin. There he 
visited the War Office, and was 
shown « beautifully constructed 
model of the Rock and its defences. 
He was pleased to notice that the 
latest gun positions, which bad 
been completed just before his 
official inspection, were not marked 
on the German model, but before 
he left the room an official whispered 
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some information to the officer in 
charge, who then turned to the 
Dake with the remark that the 
model had not been brought quite 
up to date, and proceeded, with his 
pencil, to point them out. It 
would be unfortunate if, on account 
of ethical objections to spying, the 
British authorities were not equally 
well served.

BETTERMENT. 
February 7. 

‘Tae International Town Planning 
Conference held in London last 
October gave expression to a move- 
ment which is now making itself 
felt in most parts of the world. Its 
more immediate purpose, as explain- 
ed by the President of the Royal 
Tostitute of British Architects,ander 
whose auspices the gathering took 
place, was to interest the public and 

ring home to the general imagina- 
tion the wastefulness of the present 
patchwork and hand-to-mouth build- 
ing. In this respect the Conference 
undoubtedly achieved its aim ; but 
‘it may be presumed that it did much 
more, for the interesting and valua- 
ble collection of papers prepared for 
the occasion will have provided a 
jtandard work of reference for all 
who are concerned, professionally 
or in the unofficial exercise of their 
civic duties, in the growth of towns. 
Americans, with a practical instinct 
for organization and “getting thiogs 
done”, have organized an Institute 
‘of Social Service, as a means to co- 
ordinate all efforts directed towards 
civic betterment. The scope of the 
Institute, it is true, is larger than 
that comprised in the subject to 
which we would more particularly 
address ourselves ; but it will bo 
found that the problem of town im- 
provements contains many ramifica- 
tiong and for this reason is one that 
deserves the widest attention. No 
community can afford to ignore con- 
siderations of internal betterment : 
and when we find that such cities as 
London, Paris, Berlin, Washington 
and Chicago are all approaching the 
question from one point or another, 
is clear that smaller towns may 
profit by their example. Shang! 
problems may present certain sp 
features not exactly reproduced else- 
where, but the underlying principles 
are in the main the same and the 
experience of others cannot fail to 
be beneficial, if wo can study it in a 
receptive frame of mind. 

Strange as it may sound to British 
ears, the Conference paid its tribute 
to the study that had been given in 
England to the science of town- 
planning and to the general princi- 
ples that it is now sought to carry 
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into practice. It was not without

gies 
passed upon German city building, 
rose to point out that the particular 
system which commended itself to 

ritieh visitors to Germany had been 
condemned, at least in Berlin, in 
favour of the English system. Ger- 
man town reformers are now anxious 
to do away with the tenement system 
and to substitute for it “« the Eng- 
lish home, the cottage, the individual 
house.” The tenement system and 
the wide road are inseparable, and 
the countries where these prevail 
would seem desirous to introduce’ 
what is coming to be recognized 
as the English system, wide main 
thoroughfares and narrower side 
streets. Thus the regulation now 
in force in Washington that no new 
street shall be less than ninety feet 
wide came in for condemnation as. 
aesthetically superfluous and also 
involving economic loss. Details 
such as these, however, call for 
technical consideration, and we are 
concerned for the moment with the 
possibility of local application for 
the broader principles that found 
expression at the Conference. OF 
no little interest was Lord Kitchen- 
er’s contribution to the discussion, 
when he described the building of 
new Khartum on the ruins of the 
old native city left by the dervishes. 
In spite, says one summary of the 
speech, of such unusual difficulties 
as were presented by a population 
which could not understand the 
need of city building along sanitary 
lines, and which was instinctivel: 
diatrastfal of everything the British 
did, Kbartum has been rebuilt in 
such away that what was former- 
ly a pest-house has become n town 
in which malaria is almost un- 
known. 

The main lesson to be learned 
from the Town-planning Conference 
was the value of organization, with 
a view to substituting method in 
town improvements for the “ patch- 
work and hand-to-month ” system 
Of the latter 





ample, an 
find any town where, apart from 
the question of streets, every 
architect is so much » law unto 
himeclf and every building presents 
 solecism in one particular or an- 
other. In the case of the older 
buildings it is only necessary to 
specify the absence of thought 
given to hygienic matters and road 
space ; in regard to newer erections 
it is possible to see houses in a 
fashionable residential quarter, in- 
tended to cope with the heat of 
four summer months, without any 
vorandab, or with stables contiguous 
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with the house. This community 
is approaching the time when large 
schemes of town improvement 
will be advanced for adoption. It 
would be well if these were not’ 
embarked upon without due con- 
sideration, and it is impossible to 
subject them to the proper scrutiny, 
unless an organization exists 
for that purpose, although in this 
connexion we do not overlook the 
good work done by the Society of 
Engineers and Architects. The 
parts played by such bodies as the 
Chamber of Commerce, the

Tak PLAGCE. 

We are all moch relieved to find 
that the plague is not spreading rapidly 
in Northern China, Reports from 
many quarters of Chibli and Sbantang 
tell of the deaths of people who bad 
recently retorned from Mancharia, and 
in nearly every instance other deaths 
dus to personal contact occurred, At 
Tientein there appear to have been less 
than bslf a dozen verified ctses, while 
at Peking the nomber is till less. 
Inside the Capital there has been one 
authenticated, a man who was brought 
to the Union Medical Hospital from out 
side the city. ‘Then the deaths of four 








UN 











men who died outside the Chienmen 
have been pronounced to'bave been dae 
to plague. A few others who died at 
the same inn were probably victims of 
the same disease, No one imagines, 
however, that the danger ia past; for it 
generally known that plague existed 
in the far north of Manchoria for 
several months before it became epid- 
emic. It takes time for the germs to 
spread and it does so in waves, resulting 

Imost entirely from personal contact 
with infected persons. 

At Tientsin reasonable precautions 
yppear to have been instituted both in 
the foreign settlements and in the 
native city. Unfortunately we cannot 
claim the same for Peking, for while 
the Legations sre endeavouring to 
create an ideal situation inside 




















the guartier there is n0 co-operation 
with the Chinese and very little is being 
done for Peking. The Chinese police, 
acting under instractions from the 
Government, are cleaning up the dirtiest 
of the streets, specially in the 
ity of residences of bigh officials, 
‘and by means of bonuses are causing 
the destruction of hundreds of rats, But 
there is no system of sanitary adminis- 
tration.

woald be forthcoming at once, it 
representations were made in the proper 
quatters.

‘At the present moment the Chinese 
Government is calliog upon students to 
undertake the difficalt and dangerons 
work of plagne doctors in the epidemic 
centres of Mancharia; and Dr. Wa,

complains bitterly of the scarcity of 
medical mep. Pitiable reports are 
heard in connexion with the labours of

IN SZECHUAN, 


Dr. William Wileon, x. ~M., who: 
has been set apart by the China Inland 
Mission for the work of the Science 
Department io connexion with the 
Y.M.C.A. at Chengto, has sent to the 
Cc ‘nland Mission headquarters the 
following account of the opening care- 
‘monies of the new Science Hall : 

From the day of our arrival in 
Chengta I took over the charge of the 
building operations kindly begun by 
Mr. Service, and December 31 saw the 
work completed and the last batch of 
workmen paid off, The Science Hall 
had been completed three months 
eatlier and tho students’ workshops six 
weeks later, the fiosl work being 
smaller buildings for housing and 
electric lighting plant with workshops 
bebind for a joiner, tin-smith, etc, 

Concurrently with the baildiog opera- 
tions we had the arri 
consigtmenta, of over 
half from England,  balf from Suiting, 
These had to be unpacked and the 
apparatus, etc., contained therein put 

ether again and finally all set oat in 
the Science Hall.

tive, ranning on a forty feet track, the 
station at one end labelled Chengta and 
the other Ichang.

The plague has again been virolent 
ontside Shanbaikwan ; a cettain family. 
composéd of fifteen persons, all died. 
More than 2,000 coolies banded them- 
selves together and tried to force an 
‘ntry at the barrier, bat they were re- 
pulsed by the troops, 

For fear of the plague spreading 
southward, the Governors of Honan 
and Shantuog have dccided to establish 
plague hospitals and qiarantine stations 
along the south bank of the Huangho. 

Oming to the plague in Mancharia, 
international questions have been ex- 
tremely difficalt to deal witb, and there 
is a report that the Kirin Governor is 
desirous of retiring from office. 

There havo been heavy falls of snow 
in Peking, and the plagne seoms to have 
been checked, as no fresh case has been 
reported for several days, 

‘The Soath Mancharis Railway Co. 
bas established seven large hospitals for 
plague patients ; each with a capacity 
of holding 600 persons, Some barrack 

buildings bave also been lent to the 
Chinese authorities for use as examina- 
tion houses.

‘the instructions given. for, a& soon 
one was taken ill, his friends would 
immediately carry him off to the coun- 
try to avoid bis beidg thken to the 
Isolation Hospital. The great teed 
‘was for money to enatte them to pat into 
effect certain precautionary mexsares. 

Dr. Gtlowsen then made some xtg- 
gestions of a practical nature. The 
first was to send away our wives and 
children; the sécond, to close the foteiga 
area, commonly styled the sixth eection, 
to the Chinese; the third, that for- 
eign volanteers should be put in charge 
of districts for the purpose of wetihg 
that suspected chses wert’ taken to the 
Isolation Hospitals, and that infected 
bonses be disinfected and closed ; the

Mr. Lyman outlined what had been 
done by the International Coumfitter, 
‘and said that sd of over $4,000 had 
been collected, of this amount tle Com- 
missioner Had cotrtributed $1,000. He 
thought that the Central Government 
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‘onght to do something towards sopply- 
ing fands for the necessary expenses. 

‘The Commissioner ssid that be felt 
that they ought not to wait for the 
Chinese Government, but do all they 
could to safeguard their own interests 
and that at lesst $10,000 would be 
needed to finance the necessary pre- 
cautionary measures. Dr. Hill eaid that 
however much money might be collected, 
and whatever medical aes'stance was 
obtained, all would be in vain unless the 
approaches to the foreign area were 
guarded by Sikhs, as the native police- 
man did not obey instructions. Would 
the Taotai allow them to import some 
Sikbs for the purpose ? 

‘The Commissioner replied tbat even 
Sikbs would be unable to guard the 
approaches sufficiently and keep out all 
who should not enter.

PRECAUTIONS AT HANKOW. 

The following is from the “ Hankow 
Daily News” February 3 :— 

Work bas alresdy been begun on the 
construction of isolation camps and, at 
s recent meeting of the Municipal 
Conrcil, farther measures of a really 
practical natare were pat forward. 

‘The most notable of these was the 
establishment of a laundry on one 
of the Foreiga Concessions and al- 
though we are unaware of the plague- 
germ carrying capacity of clothes which 
have been thorooghly lsundried, still 
we think that this scheme, even apart 
trom plague, is one which should be 
well sapported. inefficiency of the 
Jocsl leundry-man is well known and 
in past years many residents ba 
snffered, not only from badly washed 
clothes, but from minor ailments cansed 
by contamination of foreign clothes with 
those of Chinese being washed together 
in the same establishment. 

The suggestion pat forward by the 
Manicipal Councillors to provide an 
establishment where foreign clothes 
slone would be washed is one that 
should meot with the approval of every- 
one, and withal prove a not unprofitable 
undertaking. 

Whether this step will prevent the 
spread of plague which bas not yet 
attacked and we do not believe will 
attack us, still it isa measure for future 
comfort for which we ought to be truly 
‘thankfal to its inceptors,

DECLARATION 


OF LONDON. 
ORIGIN. 

The question respecting the ratifica-- 
tion of the Declaration of London is 
‘oné of vast importance to all trading 
nations, more especially so to the 
British, ‘The fact that we bave roughly 
half the world’s sbipping ander oar flag 
in one which calls for the greatest cir- 
camspection when new rales and new 
ptinciples may, without receiving all 
the care that shoald be devoted to 
them, 4 made binding on us and oo 
our descendants for all time to come. 
There can be no motto for such an 








occasion but, Festina lente. Every 
role, every regulation, every concession, 
whether by us to otir rivals, or to us by 





our rivals, must be mbt to 
microscopic examination ipping 
‘and commercial, as well a8 by legal 
experts. It is not surprising that E 
and should be roused, as the time for 
Yatification draws ob, to an appreciation 
of the danger of setting het band sat 
weal to s declaration which, as yet, 
cannot be said to have received spy- 
thing like the attention which it 
imporatively demadde. It is not » 
matter of party politics, bat an imperial 
necessity which lies before us. Inter- 
esta of the most wide-spreading natare 
fre st stake, and it beboves us to patse 
and examine with all possible care both 
the letter and the spirit of the Declara- 
tion, and to be as carefally observant of 
what it does not contain as of what it does, 

‘The germ of the Declaration of Lon- 
don may be traced back st least as far 
asthe year 1856, Then, in the 
Declaration of Paris, we find Mid down 
the four stceinct rales so well and 
widely known—and, be it remarked, 80 
hononrably observed on the whole— 

1. Privatecring is and remains 
abolished :

3, Nentral goods, with the exception

Twenty-three articles deal with 
contraband, absolate and conditional, 
Little need be said of absolute con- 
tesband. Natarally everything. that is 
exclusively sed for war comes undor 
this head. It is the conditional con- 
traband that is the difficulty. Hero 
lod a list of articles which “may, 
jout notice" be treated as contraband 
of war :—Foodstoffe, forage and grain, 
clothing, boots and shoes enitable for 
war, gold and silver in coin or bali 
paper money, vebicles usable ji 
ditto floating craft of all sorts, railway 
material, balloons and flying machines, 
foel, labricants, explosives aot specially 
prepared for war, batbed wire, horse- 
shoes, harness and saddlery, field 
glassee, nautical instramente, ate, with 
power to add to the number. Seventeen 
categories of materials, are reckoned as 
non-contraband in any circumstances, 
‘The question of destination 
contraband was one of vast importance. 
The conclusion come to is this, * It is 
not the destination of the vessel which 
is decisive, but that of the goods. It 
wakes n0 difference if these goods are 
on board s vessel which is to discharge 
them at « neatral port : as soon as tho 
captor is able to show that they are to 
be forwarded from there by Iand or sea 
to an enemy country, it is enongh to 
jostify the captare and subsequent con- 
demuation of the cargo.” This applies 
to absolate contraband only : conditional 
contraband goods ‘* documented for dis- 
charge in a neutral port can no longer 
be contraband, and no examination 
will be made as to whether they are to 
be forwarded to the enemy by sea or 
Iand from tbat neutral port.” If 
ship's papers are in contradiction to 
facts, they cease to have value as evid- 
fence, and the vessel is treated according 
tocircumstances. If more than half the 
cargo in weight, volume, value, 
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or freight be contraband the con- 
demnation of the vessel is held wo 
be justified. Carrying less contraband, 
© neutral vessel may be taken for 
‘condemnation of the goods, 

For unneutral service the penalty 
varies with the degree of culpability, 
bat io all cases, except the most 
flagrant, there is allowed an appeal to 
the International Prize Court, Under 
the new arrangement, and provided 
war bad been declared, the Kowshing 
in the Sino-Japanese war would have 
been condemnable, if she had known 
beforehand of the declaration. If she 
learnt of the declaration while at sea, 
and bad no power to torn back, her 
condempation would then have been 
‘upjast, Four cases of closer connexion 
with a belligerent are dealt with ; when 
as neatral vessel takes direct part in 
hostilities, when she is under the orders 
or control of an enemy agent on board, 
when the vessel is chartered by the 
enemy Government, and when she is 
for the time being exclasively engaged 
in conveying troops, or transmitting 
intelligence in the enemy's interest. 
‘There was not any very great difficulty 
in finding means of agreement concern- 
ing such cases, 

On the question of destruction of 
neutral prizes, the Declaration of 
London comes’ to an agreement which 
the Peace Conference could not.

The latter may 
insist on an examination being made by 
the convoying officer if he has sufficient 
grounds for a belief that contraband is 
really being carried. Other difficulties 
‘are to be settled through the diplomatic 
chantel. In case the suspicions regarding 
the cargo of a certain vessel be found 
well founded, that vessel ipso facto loses 
the right of convoy, and mast take the

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With regard to compensation for 
illegal detention by cruisers dariog war, 
the practice, hitherto so various, has 
now been provided for in general terms:

Such in brief outline are the main 
subjects dealt with in the Declaration of 
London now before the British public 
‘more prominently than it has ever been 
before. A few considerations will saffice 
to explain, if after what has been said, 
explanation is necessary, why it is that 
men consider it advisable that there 
should be no barry in the ratification of 
40 important a document. It is not 
forgotten that the British delegates eub- 
scribed to it. It is not denied that in 
many reepects the Declaration is a] 
great advance on the ancertainty and 
diversity of previous practice. All 
is willingly allowed, and with 
more additions and improvements, it is 
quite possible that Great Britain might 
well adhere to the Declaration. Bat 
until these have been secured, until 
it is seen how the new rales will work 
under the test of actual practice, sod 
antil is known that British ships, 
naval and commercial are not givi 
great deal more than they receive, it 
‘wise to withhold ratification. 

‘As Sir Edward Grey points out in 
his instractions to bis British delegates 
to the Peace Conference, “ The British 
navy is the only off i 
Great Britain bas 
Powers, The lat he 
means of offence: they 
powerfal armies, To bring pressure 
to on her enemies in war, Great 
Britain has to rely on ber navy alone.” 
For these reason, therefore, those 
delegates were instracted not “ to agree 
to any Resolution which would dimia- 
ish the effective means which the navy 
has of brioging pressure to bear upon 
an enemy,” At the same time it was 

yted out that British iaterests as 
require unilormity of practice 
on the part of neutrals generally 
‘and it would be desirable that the rules 
which obtsin in this country as regards 
the obligations of neatrality should, if 
possible, obtain international sanction at 
‘the Conference.” In that sentence is 
the germ of much that is found in the 
Declaration of London. By Article 
65 of that declaration, however, it is 
Inid down that “The provisions of the 
present declaration must be treated as 
‘a whole, and cannot be separated.” 
‘This is unfortanate, bat probably un- 
avoidable. The good that would have 
been secared is thas endangered on 
scconnt of the evil that is feared. The 
spirit in which the delegates laboured 
to carry on the work of codification, 
began in 1856 with the Declaration of 
Paris, was deserving of all praise. 
Problems left unsolved by the Peace 
Conference were attacked in a fair 
spirit of give and take, and 
in some cases with complete success. 
There remains, however, for the 
presett, an unsatisfied desire for ftir- 
ther assurance as to the working of

The Chinese in Heungshan, the 
istrict opposite Macao, bave for some 
time been trying to open a trading mart 
at Heangchou, in order to attract to 
the new town mach of the trade of the 
Portuguese Settlement, and especially 
that which bas to do with the salting 
‘and curing of fish. There is apparently 
‘a jealous determination to remove under 
Chinese jurisdiction as mach of the 
trade and industry of Macao as possible. 
‘The project has not prospered as ite 
supporters hoped. More money is need- 
ed to develop the place than can be 
raised by those who aro interested in the 
undertaking, Hence certain financiers 
have come forward and sdvocated s 
Joan with the Japanese Taiwan bank of 
$600,000, which will, if secured, carry 
interest at six per cent per annom, The 
promoters of this scheme have sp- 
proached the Viceroy and requested him 
to sanction the loan, and also to secure 
the signature of the Jspanese Consal in 
Canton to the transaction. In retarn, 
it is atated, that, as guarantee, some six 
handred feet (Chinese,) of bund, 
dry foreign built houses and godowns, 
and a fleet of fishing boat will be 
mortgaged. Such in brief is the pro- 
posal. But it has raised » storm of 
opposition in certain quarters, especi- 
ally in 























the native press, The gist of 
the opposition is that those who are

Peking, Jan. 31. 

In the last year, famine districts in 
Shuntien sod Chibli were granted 
‘exemption from, or deferred payment of, 
the land tax, etc., and Oar subjects there 
‘are supposed not to be in distress, But 
in view of the long spring interval 
before the harvest, their resources must 
be in s more impoverished condition 
than ever. Let the spring instal- 
ments of this year’s land tax, etc., 
which are payable by the famine- 
stricken districts of Wuching and 
others, as well as their deferred 
ments of the same for the last year 
for preceding years, be postponed until 
after the barvest of the autumn crops.

LECTURE BY SIR H. DE 
SAUSMAREZ. 

There was a very large gathering: of 
members of the Union Chareb Literary 
and Social Guild present in the Union 
Church Hall on Wednesday evening to 
hear the lectare by Sir Havilland de 






























| Saasmarez, on “ Constantinople and her 


Master” Tho lecturer was introduced 
by the Rev. (. E. Darwent, ».4., who 
said that the Guild was highly honoured 
by the presence of Sir Havilland. ‘The 
lectare, which occupied almost two 
hhonre, was listened to with keen atten- 
tion aod the pictares which were 
exbibited by = lantern in the charge 
of Mr. H. L. W. Bevan were 
graphically explained by the lectucer 
and enabled him to introduce many in- 
teresting anecdotes. At the close of the 
meeting » hearty vote of thanks to Sir 
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Havilland de Sausmarez, proposed by 
the Rev. C. E. Darwent and daly: 
seconded, was carried by acclamation. 

The following is the gist of Sir H. 
de Ssusmarez's remarks 

‘The subject was comprised in five 
short essays dealing with the 
Constantinople, beginning wi 
away times when, in 650 B. C., Byzas 
snd bis followers wandered from Megara 
in Greece, and settled themselves on the 
promontory which is now known as 
Seraglio Point in Stamboul, giving bis 
name to the place, Byzantium, There 
ia a quaint old story quoted by Tacitas, 
that Byzas, before starting, consulted 
the oracle at Delpbi and was told by 
Apollo to wander until they foand » 
place opposite which was a city of the 
find.

Landmarks of its bistory remain, 
connected with the deeds of Nerxes and 
Zenophon, but it was not till Rome 
bad pusbed her conquests further and 
farther east, swallowing ap Greece and 
all her dependencies, that Constanti- 
nople became really great. Then Con- 
stantine, who, in 324, bad become sole 
raler of the Roman world, a world that 
stretcbed from the Persiso frontier to 
the Atlantic, recogn’ ‘the central 
position and magnificent site of Byzan- 
tiom, transferred thither from Rome 
the seat of the administration of his 
vast empire and called bis nev ital 
Constantinople, the city of Constantine, 
‘and so new Rome succeeded old Rome, 
The Government was carried on mach 
‘as it had been before ; the people, who 
continued to speak their native Greek, 
called themselves Romans, and their 
emperors used the insignia of the 
Caesars, Constantine moved back the 
walls of the city « mile and » balf, 
he built the Imperial palaces snd 
supplied the city with water. Of bis 
‘monaments little remains, 

Later, Constantinople wax beautified 
by Jalian bis nephew and by Valeus, 
whose stately aqueduct is one of the 
monuments of the present city. A 
Gothic invasion followed. In the ex- 
tremity of the state Theodosius was 
raised to the purple and rolled back for 
a time the tide of barbarian invasion. 
He was a man of exemplary life, and, 
unfortanately for bis people, was cat 
off at the early age of fifty. He died 
at Milan in the arms of the excelleat 
Bishop Ambrose, 

‘The east and west were divided under 
his two sons, with Rome and Constan- 
tinople as their capitals, Within fifty 
years the western empire was extin- 
guished, but the dominion of Constan- 
tinople, though constantly contracting, 
Insted for » thousand. 

His grandson Theodosius II built 
the walls, the remains of which furnish 
one of the sights of Constantinople to- 





















































protested by close on two hundred tow- 
ere, The fear of Attila, the scourge 
of God, and of bis Huns hastened their 
erection, and they resisted all the powers 
that the barbarians conld bring sgainst 
them. To them we are indebted for 
many treasures of ancient literature 
which mast otherwise have been des- 
troyed by Goths or Huns. It was 
Justinian who ashered in the last 
golden age of Constantinople, He 
rebuilt and embellished the city which 
factions had laid in ruins. ‘The glory of 
his work far outshone that of bis prede- 
cessors, and it is impossible to conjare 
‘up the magnificence of the scene which 
Constantinople must have presented in 
his time, clothed as it was in matchless 
verdore and set ins sea and sky sur- 
passed io no part of this earth. His 
greatest work was the building of Bt. 
Sophia, “that fairest church in all 
the world" a6 Sir John Mande- 
ville said of it io the 15th century. 
Gibbon has described the won 
of its architecture, the glory of its 
marbles, porpbyries and  jaspers, its 
ornaments sod figares expressed in 
Mosaic, the gilt bronze that embellisbed 
the balustrades, doors and galleries, the 
forty thousand pounds weight of silver 
in the sanctuary, and the holy vases of 
parest gold 

gems. To this day it bas stood in spite 
of its flat dome which looks as though 
it could hardly resist the earthquakes 
that vo frequently visit the city ; for 
nine hundred years the greatest of the 
Enstern charches, for nearly five 
bandred the principal Mosque of Islan.

For ten generations the Sultanate 
descended from father to son and 
amongst the ten bat one falls short of 
greatnees—thie was Bayazed II, the 
mystic. 

Suleiman “the Great (1520-1566) 
the Magnificent, the Lawgiver, the 
Lord of his age” was a contemporary 
of great ralors and he was probably the 
greatest. Under him art, literature 
and science flourished, peace and 
plenty reigned within his dominions, 
and the toleration extended to the 
Christians and Jews in accordance with 
the Koran indaoed many to abandon 
their goods and homes to escape from 
‘the persecution of their co-religionists. 
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Jows driven from Spain by the Inquis 
tion found « refuge in Constantir 
where their descendants to this day 
speak old Spanish, and, while Protestant 
‘and Catholic were hanging and burning 
in the weat, each man, who paid tribute 
to the Moslem rale, was free in the 
exercise of his religion. 

After the death of Suleiman the 
decline of Tarkey began and tbe next 
two hundred years are chiefly interesting 
from the strange and growing power of 
the Janissaries, This was a corpe| ai 
founded by Orkhap, the son of Othman, 
early in the 14th centary, and rein- 
forced yearly by recraits to the number 
of « thousand, formed the corps d’élite 
of the army. Its numbers were com- 
posed of the sons of Obristians taken 
captive in war, or when these were! 
deficient, of the rons of the Rayahs, the 
Christian subject of the Porte. They 
were trained to the Moslem nd 
to the life of a soldier, This sy: 
of recruitment was followed for 300 
years, and, so powerfal did they beco 
‘that as time went by, they became th 
masters of the weaker sultans, who, 
mere poppets, wore set up and palled 
down by them. It was Tate to Mab- 
mond the Reformer, to effect their 
removal in 1826.

A NEW CHINESE 
THEATRE. 


“Olo’ Custom" dies bard in 
China, even in the Treaty Ports where 
continued contact with foreigners and 
western ideas might be expected to 
‘make some impression. In the selection 
of designs for their theatres, Chinese 
proprietors in Shanghai have, until 
recently, failed to appreciate the ad- 
vantages of « building similar to, say, 
our owa Lyceum, when compared with 
the ordinary native theatre. ‘The design 
of the latter is familiar to all who have 
ever visited one, as they are all very 
much alike. They have a large square 
stage projecting into the middle of the 

floor apace, sad as a rale contain no 
safety or sanitary appliances, while the 
unsightly square gallery affords neither 
comfort nor a good view to the majority 
of the audience. 

A_new Chinese theatre in Foochow 
Road, known as the Dai-kwei-deb-yib- 
deb, which was opened about three 
weeks ago, is a great advance upon #ny

Bhanghai. It was designed by Movers 











Davies and Thomas, and built by Wong’ 
Chung-kes, to the order of Mr. Ho

THE FAMINE. 

Dr. Samual Cochran of the American 
Presbyterian Mission has arrived from 
Hwaiyaen in connexion with business 
with the Famine Relief Committee. He 
says :—“ Conditions in the famine die 
trict have now reached an acnte stage. 
Up to the present ithere was a certain 
amount of food staffs in the distri 
which enabled people to eke out an 
existence,—this is now rapidly being 
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sted. A large part of the popala- 
in « condition of starvation or ix 
approaching it. The Government has 
given out small amounts of relief in the 
form of copper coins but they form s 
mere trifle beside the need. What is 
earnestly needed are laige of 
grain and this we hear the com- 
mittee has taken steps to secure, To 
do anything adequate very large sums 
would be necessary. The condition of 
the people ia the flooded regions is 
traly pitiable, Men, women and children 
are dying in numbers everywhere of 
starvation and cold. The streets ate 
crowded with people who have absolate- |! 
ly no resource, except begging and there 
is very little to be obtained that way, 
even in the towns. I hear that one 
man who came to Hwaiyuen to pay New 
‘Year calls on the first of the Chinese 
year passed thirteen bodies in thirtesn 
miles of road. A very low ascertained 
estimate of those actually without food 
and who must starve would bes million 
people—probably the numbers are mach 
larger. One must live in the district 
to realize the horrible feeling of bope- 
lessness which those people must have as

Counsel bad now to go back to 
what bappened in regard to these 
estates, after the conversation on 
that Sunday.

be $370,000. Besides that there would 
have to be money for the development 
of the estates. ‘There were two agree- 
ments. One, dated March 16 was be- 
‘tween the Handel en Industrie Syndi- 
cant, and G. J. Nijbais, with Orsig & 
Co. as third parties. That agreement 
provided for the formation of « Datch 
Company. These estates wore situated 
ia Datch Colonies, so that it was 
‘necessary to conform with Dutch laws, 
which provided that a Datch Company 
should be registered down there, The 
‘usual course in a case of this kind was 
for s compsoy registered under the 
Hongkong Ordinances to own all the 
shares in the Dateh Company. The 
terms of the agreement were that the 
properties should be transferred to a 
Datch Company by the vendors, By; 
April 25 all the sbares in the Datch 
Co, were to be transferred to Craig & 
Co. The consideration was Siogapore 
$360,000. That was the arrangement 
between Dr, Nijhois and acoused. 
The next agreement was dated 
April 5, and was between Craig 
& Co, ‘snd the Sisk Indrapoera
